The Ontario Municipal 
Board (0MB) is making 
another pit stop in Fort Erie, 
after wrapping up a hearing 
over the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project in 
November. 

On Apr. 8, at 11 a.m., there 
will be a pre-hearing on the 
topic of the Canadian Motor 
Speedway, a $150 million 
racetrack development pro¬ 
posed to be built on 820 acres 
of land between Bowen and 
Gilmore Roads, west of the 
Queen Elizabeth Way. 

Seven appeals have been 
filed through the OMB, an 
independent administrative 
body that operates as an 
adjudicative board, oversee¬ 
ing decisions made by 
municipalities in the 
province.

Thanks to an anony¬ 
mous source for not only 
identifying the people in 
last week's photo but also 
giving us some great back¬ 
ground information on 
aircraft patrolled high¬ 
ways. This photo, dated 
October 1973 shows from 
left to right, pilot Norm 
Ansley and Constable 
John Ganovsky.The O.P.P. 
introduced aircraft patrol 
in 1966 with those 
"Highway Patrolled By 


Aircraft" signs and a large 
white "T" painted every 
1/4 mile on the roads. 
These were the markers 
by which the pilot clocked 
the car's speed. It was 
supposed to take 15 sec¬ 
onds to travel the 1/4 mile 
between marks and any¬ 
thing less meant a speed¬ 
ing offence. By the time 
the speeder got to the offi¬ 
cer in the patrol car 
ahead, a ticket would 
already be written up. A

We think you should know .... 

There has been a lot of discussion around town about the proposed high- 
rise development on the Bay Beach waterfront in Crystal Beach. 

Some people have been making statements that are not accurate and are 
simply not based on the facts. 

We think you should know the truth. 

We will not be liable for millions in damages. There is not yet any 
binding contract between the Town and the Molinaro Group. Whether or 
not the terms of the signed agreement ever become binding depends 
on the possible occurrence of a number of conditions sometime in the 
future. 

Also, the OMB has ruled that the new Fort Erie Town Council has the 
absolute legal authority and right to change the zoning so that the Molinaro 
project cannot go ahead. The Molinaro Group did not appeal that binding 
decision of the OMB. 

The Supreme Court of Canada, our land’s highest court, has ruled that town 
councils cannot be fettered in their zoning decisions even if a town signs 
a contract that includes a Community Benefits agreement. Therefore, the 
Molinaro Group cannot recover damages from the Town of Fort Erie for 
exercising its right to change zoning. 

In fact, Molinaro would never have the right to file a court action because 
the agreement contains a binding arbitration clause. 

Don’t be fooled. The supporters of the 12-storey condominium project 
have attempted to confuse the issue by quoting from a different Supreme 
Court decision which has no application to the issues in Fort Erie. 

They do not want you to know that the Town is transferring the deed 
to the Bay Beach property to the Molinaro Group for no cash payment. 
Fortunately, this prime beachfront property (which is conservatively worth 
$2.7 million) has not yet been transferred. It is still owned by the public. 
This is a great deal for Molinaro but not for us . Under the signed 
Purchase and Sale Agreement, the Molinaro Group has no obligation to 
construct anything on that property before December 31,2013, including 
any community benefits. Yet Molinaro will have total ownership and 
control of the beachfront property. 

If Molinaro does not pre-sell a majority of the condominium units by 
December 31,2013, he may simply walk away from the project with very 
little financial loss to his company and no obligation to the Town of Fort 
Erie or its taxpayers. 

If this is such a good project, why is the Molinaro Group unwilling to 
invest any real money in it? Why do they prefer to invest the money of the 
taxpayers of Fort Erie? 

Fort Erie is definitely open for business, contrary to the nonsense 
perpetrated by the anti-democracy forces. We welcome businesses that 
are willing to invest their own money in our community. 

Most of all, we think that democracy should prevail and that each citizen 
should accept the majority decision of the duly elected Council, whatever 
that decision might be.

The Ontario Federation 
of Indian Friendship 
Centres (OFIFC) wants the 
government to provide 
more funding to allow for 
better delivery of programs 
and services.

He was a part of the dis¬

How To Grow Your Own 


ZINNIAS 

Bill Havenaar, 37 Robin Road, 3033 Townline Road, 
Stevensville, a Five Bloom Communities in Bloom 
gardening winner, has developed a program to produce 
his own large, colourful Zinnias in limited space 
beginning in mid April. His choice of seeds is from Stokes 
Seeds, Thorold Stone Road, Niagara Falls. He sets up a 
multi-tiered Grow Lux Light station in the sunroom and 
the soil used is a seedling mix, without fertilizer at that 
time, to prevent having the seedlings grow too fast. Using 
large trays, Bill provides the seedlings with a bottom 
watering system. Starting by using one inch “cellpaks”, 
Bill can produce 72 growing plants in each large plastic 
flat placed on propagation mats. With 85% to 90% 
germination with this system, Bill finds that he will have 
many extra plants to give to his neighbours. This, he 
says, produces a glowing road of colourful flowers each 
year. 

For hardening purposes, Bill places the plants under 
grow lights in a storage shed by the end of April where he 
follows the readings on a moisture meter to guide 
watering. After ten days, the seedlings are now placed in 
2 Vi inch cellpaks and he has 32 of these per flat which 
are placed into a portable greenhouse for hardening. 
These are cared for until the May 24th weekend when 
they will be transferred to outdoor planters and beds. At 
this time, an addition of light Miracle Grow fertilizer is 
used. 

As the season progresses, when buds occur on the Zinnia 
plants, Bloom Miracle Grow fertilizer is used to promote 
blooms. This is added lightly from the bottom as it can 
be mixed with water. “Time Release Grains” of fertilizer, 
a slow release fertilizer, is used through the flowering 
season. 

Bill Havenaar has a very worthwhile hobby which brings 
beauty, not only to their property, but also to the 
neighbourhood in Black Creek Retirement Village.
